‘How long has it been sirce I delivered my last diatribe at the FCC, the lere- 
trains of that agency which has presided all these years over the ruination of the domestic 
broadcast band? It is a listing of proposed 9 kHz separations that currently rouses my ‘fre. 
And it is my recent experience with the 9 kHz separations in Europe as heard from Frerkfurt, 
Vest Germahy, which inspires these remarks. The European BCB is a remarkable and eye-opening 
experience for any American accustomed to listening to his own domestic BCB. The most powerful 
stations separate cleanly there with a minimum of splash between channels far better thar. in 
the U.S. with its 10 kHz separation, I did not hear ame station from Frankfurt which splashes 
88 much as WLS does into Denver (900 miles) with its 125% modulation, Frankfurt has a local 
million watter at 5ql, and you have no trouble at night hearing the adjacent channels. You do 
find 585 and 603 splash in the daytime, on the GE Superadio. Ironically, there is one place on 
the dial in Frankfurt where you run into U.S. style local station trouble; that is 873 AFN with 
its American transmitter. AFN emits troublesome sidebands generating whistles 2 to 30 kHz 
each side of 873, This is exaotly the way KOA performs in Denver. The Europeans modulate at 
lower levels than our American stations and they transmit superb audio, [There is little need 
in Europe to eqiip yourself with an FK radio in order to get good sound. I wonder if the FCC is 
able to learn any lessons from Europe, The 9 He separations could work nicely in the U.S. if 
we adopt European modulation standards, 95% in the daytime, 85% at night. But if we leave the 
present modulations in the U.S. where they are, the present chaos will be doubled or tripled 
when we go to nine kHe separations. I have no confidence at all that the FCC is capable of 
learning anything new. Its entire history demonstrates it ‘has an unorring instinct for making 
the technical ly-absurd choise on any question, My HQ.160 will be for sale for ten cents on 
the dollar when nine kHz separation goes into effect in the U.S.
